With respect to arguments made in regards to claim 1 . Applicant has argued that Sakakima does not describe that the resistance 
element includes only magnetic materials, However, Examiner notes that such a recitation does not exist within the claims, but 
merely that there are magnetic bodies. The magnetic body internal structure does not require them to be made of pure magnetic 
material and can be composed of other materials as well as long as the final structure is magnetic. Even if the non-magnetic film 
between the hard and soft magnetic films reduces the force of the coupling, there is still a magnetic force and therefore can be 
considered magnetic. In regards to arguments made in regards to the current flow. Nickle discloses direct current flow to move 
the magnetic layers as opposed to Sakakima's exposure to the magnetic field of the current passing through Sakakima. Nickel 
and Sakakima disclose alternative methods to producing the same result of moving the magnetic layers and Nickel clearly 
discloses in Column 4. lines 49-59. the current flows predominantly through the magnetoresistant layer through the first and 
second layer. .
